EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

Within claims 3, 15, and 18 the wording "a scan chain input and a shift chain 
input" present within the first limitation of each claim following the preamble is replaced 
within " a scan chain input or a shift chain input ." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The present invention pertains to an input circuit for filtering/blocking either a shift 
input or a scan input into scan only single input latches by way of first and second 
clocks. 

Claims 1-20 are allowable over the prior art because the subject matter within the 
claims recites features such as: a two-tired NAND gate configuration providing a 
resulting output to a scan-only single input latch, wherein a first two-input NAND gate of 
the two-tired NAND gate configuration receives as inputs a first clock signal along with a 
scan-chain/scanin input which yields a scan chain NAND output, wherein a second two- 
input NAND gate of the two-tired NAND gate configuration receives as inputs a second 
clock signal along with a shit-chain/shiftin input which yields a shift chain NAND output, 
wherein both the first and second two-input NAND gates process their respective inputs 
during an input operation, and wherein a third two-input NAND gate of the two-tired 
NAND gate configuration receives as inputs the scan chain NAND output and the shift 
chain NAND output which concludes the two-tired NAND gate configuration with the 
third two-tired NAND gate output being one of the scan-chain/scanin input or a shift- 
chain/shiftin input to the scan-only single input latch; which is not found, taught, or 
suggested within the prior art.
